Instead of paying up, the finan­ 
cial experts allied w ith the secret 
general staff speeded up inflation 
for use as a political and economic 
weapon on the international front. 
With the m ark toppling in G er­ 
many and on foreign m arkets as 
well, going up in smoke under 
the very eyes of the Allies, how 
could they expect G erm any to pay 
reparations?

prive them of that vast Central 
European m arket just then be­ 
ginning to open up. The business­ 
men agreed that one could not 
jeopardize 
the G erm an m arket 
just for the sake of reparations. 
Who would get the money any­ 
how'? 
The French 
w'cre admittedly 
entitled to reparations, but w’eren't 
they being too insistent? 
The 
people who asked that question 
came from countries W'hich had 
not been ravaged by the G er­ 
mans. Clever propaganda had in ­ 
clined them to sjTnpathy w ith the 
G erm an plaint. 
With the United 
States and the British Empire 


willing to forget the w'ar, anxious 
to get on W'ith business, and the 
French insisting on repaym ent for 
their losses, it was easy for the 
Germans to drive a w'edge be­ 
tween the former Allies. 
Their 
sto ry W’as that strong, powerful 
France w’as persecuting poor help­ 
less, upright Germany. 
When the rest of us realized 
that Germany had dodged her 
reparations 
payments, 
that she 
had not disarmed, that on the 
contrary she was bootlegging her­ 
self a new ar m y , the British were 
charged w ith failing to co-operate 
with the French in enforcing the 
Versailles Treaty.

To m ake sure the G er­ 
mans W'ould not compromise the 
businessmen immediately by de­ 
faulting, the Dawes Commission 
provided ample loans for G er­ 
many. 
Experts don’t quite agree"'on 
the exact amounts loaned to G er­ 
m any and invested in that coun­ 
try. 
Some of them put the total 
up to the end of the 19 20’s at 
$6,436,000,000 against which G er­ 
m any paid only $4,462,9 76,000 in 
reparations. 
The balance went, 
not to improve the lot of the G er­ 
man people, but to prepare G er­ 
m any’s rearm am ent.

kinds 
of 
latest-design,' 
streamlined factories rose out of 
the money loaned to Germany. 
The old plants had been w-orn 
out, outgrown. 
They had run 
ov^ertime to supply the Kaiser’s 
armies. 
They ran full out during 
inflation, w’hcn G erm any flooded 
the world w’ith her products. The 
industrialists replaced them with 
factories which were the adm ira­ 
tion of engineers and business­ 
men from abroad. 
These plants 
were ready in plenty of timQ to 
build up a huge reserve of w'eap- 
ons 
and equipment for World 
W ar II.
